Breach Broadens 

Although the breach broadened 
to what amounted to an actual 
break with the arrest of Signor 
Borsanego, honorary president of 
the Catholic Youth Sdciety and 
others, no announcement of the 
discontinuance of peace overtures 
was made. His holimess, however, 
was believed to be considering such 
action. 
Having suffered during the past 
two weks by attacks on his clergy 
and institutions through personal 
violence, the church suffered two 
additional damaging blows from the 
government yesterday. 

Refuse To Reconsider Decree 
Despite persistent denials by the 
Vatican that the recentiy. dissolved 
Azione Cattolica, a lay organization, 
was not in any way involved in poli- 
tics, the directorate of the Fascist 
party, meeting in special session 
under the chairmanship of Premier 
Mussolini, refused to reconsider the 
decree of dissolution.

Bersanego May Face Exile ‘ 

Fears that Signor  Borsanego 
might face exile were strengthened 
by an“admonition to refrain from 
politics, Such a warning general- 
ly is given before the offenders are 
sent into Serviture, it was said.

Catholic 
leaders were of the opinion that he 
would not countenance such a plan. 
“No human regime and no gov- 
ernment can guarantee spiritual 
life,” his holiness said. “Spiritual 
life is one that only the church can 
give. The decreé of dissolution is a 
violation of our sacred right to see 
to the welfare of and to lead young 
souls.” 

The party’s directorate said its 
communique was based on doct- 
mentary evidence, proving that cer- 
tain clubs of the Azione Cattolica 
had been moving against Fascism. 
Not To Tolerate Anti-Fascist Move 
The statement added that the 
government “is firmly decided not 
to tolerate anti-Fascist elements, re- 
gardless of whatever old or new 
flags under which they may seek 
refuge or protection.” It was felt 
that the Vatican might consider this 
@ personal affront to the Pope, who 
recently ordered the societies under 
the direction of bishops instead of 
their lay leaders, following the first 
charges by the government. 

Pope Pius branded as “ridiculous” 
the thought that young Catholic 
women, whose societies were dis+ 
banded with others, should engage 
in politics with a view to overcoming 
Fascism.

One of the parents must accom- 
pany child to receive necéssary 
blanks for the work permit or badge. 

Child must be over fourteen (14) 
years of age and under sixteen (16) 
to receive work permit. 


Boys must be eleven (11) years 
of age to receive paper badge. 

Any boys or girls working for 
their parents ned no permit, at any 
age. 


Children working on farms or 
truck farms need no permit. 

Children under sixteen (16) years 
of age shall not work over é¢ight (8) 
hours a day, and these hours must 
come between 7 a. m. and before 
6 p. m. 

Girls are not allowed to:do street 
work of any -kind under eighteen 
(18) years of age. 

Boys working at any street tradé 
must be eleven (11) years of age, 
and must havea badge before en- 


gaging jin street trade.of any -kind.

THE POWER OF THE SQUEEZE 

Had the above hand been played 
at Auction Bridge the bidding would 
have been: South one No Trump, 
West pass, North two Spades; and 
while South might have called two 
No Trumps, it doubtless would have 
been wiser for him to permit North 
to play at Spades. 

However, the hand was played at 
Contract and South with a count of 
21 and every suit stopped, bid three 
No Trumps. North with a count of 
9 (exclusive of his Tens and his long 
suit, neither of which are reckoned 
when bidding for slams) bid four 
No Trumps. 
Spades in this position would not 
have been a slam indication as that 
call over three No Trumps is. re- 
served for a long weak suit. South 
passed North’s four No Trumps; 
holding merely a minimum three 
No Trump bid he would not be 
justified in pursuing the elusive 
slam. ; 

West opened with the Seven of 
Hearts and South took East’s King 
with the Ace. South then led a 
small Spade, winning with the 
Queen in dummy; then led a Club 
from dummy, his scheme being to 
shut out the Ace of Clubs if East 
held it and did not cash it on that 
trick. East could not see the dang- 
er of holding up once, so South won 
with the King of Clubs and led the 
King of Spades. East’s discard of 
a Club disclosed an _ interesting 
Spade situation which assured the 
Declarer of all the Spade/tricks by 
a finesse on the next round, and 
the needed Heart of Club discard 
which would produce thirteen tricks 
unless five Diamonds were held in 
one hand. 

~If five Diamonds were held in one 
hand, East clearly would be the 
hand to hold them, and East also 
had the Ace of Clubs. Therefore a 
squeeze could be worked if South 
led the Queen of Hearts at this 
stage. That was done and then 
North was put in to run the remain- 
Ing Spades, South discarding a 
Heart and a Club. East had three 
more discards on the Spades leads.

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“The Biggest Graft” 

‘The placid surface of the governors’ conference at French 
hhick, Ind., was somewhat ruffled Tuesday when Governor 
Gifford Pinchot of Pennsylvania delivered a broadside against 
the electric power monopoly. The committee in charge of the 
program was evidently inclined to muzzle the Keystone state 
executive but when he advised them that if they did not allow 
him to talk he would give out written copies of his address to 
the press with the notation, “Here is what I would have said 
to the governors if they had not gagged me,” the committee 
had a’second thought and allowed Pinchot to go ahead. 

Saying that the power of the public utilities was manifest 
W& every political assemblage from congress down te the 
smallest town meeting, he charged that about 90 per cent of 
the total electric power in the United States is under the dom- 

. ination and control of four major interests. ‘‘And these inter- 
ests work together harmoniously under a common policy and 

‘toward a common end, which is the milking of the public.” 

_ Pinchot estimates that this “milk” amounts to about five 
hundred million dollars a year. 

Claiming that the utilities made such profits as they pleas- 
ed, control public service commissions, own and operate poli- 
tical organizations in cities, counties, states and nation to per- 
petuate their graft, he added: 

“Graft is money collected but not rightly due.’ So here is 
graft and so far as I know the most gigantic graft ever im- 








posed or collected by any sirigie ‘basiness since the world bé- 
gan:” 

Good for Pinchot! He told the other gubernatorial boys a 
few. things that they should heed and apply in their own 
states. If more men in responsible positions, such as our 
governors, our progressive senators and représentatives, 
would: become leaders.in.such long overdue reforms, possibly 
the public utilities could not point with pride to an increase of 
forty-four million dollars in profits during a year when near- 
ly every other industry was affected by the depression, as 
reported by the fighting governor.of Pennsylvania. 


The Wide Open Spaces. 

While the center of population is gradually swinging west- 
ward there is still plenty of room for continued: expansion, 
according to Volume 1 of the 1930 census report just issued 
by the government. The complete report will be contained in 


25 volumes selling at $2 each which -makes‘it a rather costly - 


investment for those desiring the. entire data. 

These statistics show that twenty-two states west of the 
Mississippi had a population increase of 18 per cent over the 
1920 census while the gain in the’eastern half of the country 
was 15.2 per cent. The western states now have 30 per cent 
of the total population. Sixty-nine million now live'in the ci- 
ties, 56 per cent of the total, as compared with fifty-four mil- 
lion in 1920, which was fifty-one per cent of the total in that 
year. 

A compilation of the density of population per square mile 
shows that only one county east of the Mississippi has less 

than two persons per square mile. This county. is-in Florida. 
Fourteen of the states wést of the Mississippi have counties 
with less than two persons per square mile, indicating that 
over-population is still in the remote future. 


Norman Baker, in writing of the. attitude of Muscatine ‘ 
residents in relation@o his enterprises, has frequently pointed 
to Rochester, Minn:, the home of the Mayo clinic, as a city 
whick has expanded because its resid&nts were loyal to its 
chief enterprise. When the elder Mayo started the original 
hospital the town had a population of about 5,000, not unlike 
scores of other midwest county seats at that time. Expanded 
by his two sons, Drs. Charles and William Mayo,'and the Kah- 
ler Corporation, .the:business unit for the clinic, Rochester 
had a resident population of 13,722 in 1920 whith had grown 
to 20;621 in 1930. To this must be added at least 5,000 trans- 
ients in the city continuously and we are given:a hint as to 
what this gain means to Rochester business firms. 

Muscatine? Our population was 16,068 in 1920, which in- 
creased to the wonderful total of 16,778 in 1980. 

Let that soak in. ‘ 


Dummy Directors 

In an investigation of certain large financial firms-in re- 
cet. months it has developed that many of the directors did 
not “direct” at all, but merely sat back and:took their direc- 
tors’ fees and. dividends and were content. They were sur- 
prised and shocked at the disclosures and hastily protested 
their innocence. 

The same thing may be said of the people, who, possessing 
the ballot that their forefathers fought to get for them, use it 
without the slightest knowledge of the men for whom they are 
voting. The electors are the directors. They could,.if they 
would, take our. government over and manage it in their own 
interests. Instead, they follow the line of least resistance, 
which is to vote as certain party leaders tell them, paying no 
heed whatever to the fitness of the candidates. Conditions 
such as exist in many cities could not endure for six months if 


the voters wanted to stop them sufficiently to insist on:put~ 
ting honest and able men in cffite. 
. There are plenty of such men but it requires persuasion te ' 
get.them to take public jobs, whereas the men who are think- 
ing about graft possibilities are always on the job. — : 

The time to consider ways and means to get rid of crooked 
officials is not just:a-few weeks before election day but long 
enough ahead so that the right kind of men can be found, 
Too often our governmental units are in the hands of dummy, 
directors who are contented if they receive personalifavors, 
and utterly careless of-what happens to their fellow-citizens. 

Most of the nations are big enough and strong enough to 
stand this sort of government for a while but none of them 
can'stand it forever. Liberty and the ballot are too valuable 
to be committed to.the Nands of the careless and unthinking 
who merely vote as‘they-are told on election day.

In this way we enrich our- 
selves in something besides the mere 
dollar. It is true we need sufficient 
money to exchange for those things 
that are needed to exist both phy- 
sically and mentally but there is a 
radiant satisfaction emanating from 
the person who accomplishes some- 
thing each day that draws more 
and more of the nicer things of 
life to that person. 

From the standpoint of health we 
need the benefits ef daily food and 
exercise in order. that the tissues 
and organs may maintain their ca- 
pacity for work and health. 

The body needs enough exercise 

to keep the blood circulating back 
and forth to all parts of: the body, 
otherwise, a part of the body may. 
may suffer from non-use, weak cir- 
ulation and congestion, resulting 
in weak spots that may become the 
starting points of organic ineffi- 
ciency and disease. 
_. Food and how, when and in what 
form it is used, is the basis of phy- 
sical existence. A general know- 
Jedge of the use of proper food has 
mot, as yet, become common. 

If man could live in a natural 
state his food should be eaten when- 
ever he is hungry and he would ruf- 


fer no ill effects. Such a manner; 


of living would, however, require a 
change of social and business cus- 
} toms from what we have today. 
| The lack of proper food is often 
@ prominent agent in causing con- 
: Gitions which invite disease. Most 
} people eat enough so far as quanti- 
ty goes, but too much of it is not 
the right kind at the right time. 
Three meals a day will not be too 
much, or too many, for the average 
person, regardless of his occupation. 
A person’s work will regulate the 
size of his appetite and if the food 
:is selected to conform to the type 
of work performed and the physical 
, condition of the performer eating 
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will not be in excess of the body 


needs. 


When intelligence or knowledge is 
used in selecting ones food, we can 
eat according to the requirements 
of the body. Some people regard 
too much eating as a bad habit but 
generous eating of proper foods is 
best and going hungry is against 
natural physical comfort and bodily 
welfare. It is another question when 
@ person stuffs himself with mix- 
tures that would kill a mule. 

When food is divided in muscle, 
nerve, stimulative, laxative and sol- 
vent classes, and used in combina- 
tion to meet the daily needs of the 
individual, excessive eating will not 
be the rule. 

The usual plan seems to be three 
meals a day, but it would not be 
too frequent to eat more provided 
the expenditures of the body re- 
quired more. 

We need the food and exercise to- 
day so that we may live for tomor- 
row, and we owe our continuance of 
life toa renewal of vitality which 
depends upon a disintegration of 
worn-out tissues and a renéWing of 
fresh materials. 

The body requires an interchange 
of new for vid materials; aided by 
the motions of. exercise, so that the 
new materials will: be ‘carried ‘to 
the cells and the old waste materials 
removed. 

There are many forms of exer- 
cising and exercisers for one to 
choose from, but the most natural 
ones are work and walking.
